AN OPEN LETTER TO ALL RESIDENTS FROM YOU LOCAL COUNTY COUNCILLOR 
Major new proposals for the Education Servica have been published by 
the Government ducing the last three months which have far reaching 
implications for our chi'dren. The prepormmis are as ¢o0llows: 


1. A NATIONAL CURRICULUM providing guidelines for major subjects to 
be taught in all schools. The framework which is flexible will 
allow other subjects other than core subjeccts to be included. 
Core subjects being Maths, English, Sciences, Language, Arts. 


2. Concerns FINANCIAL MANAGEMENT and proposes that all scheols 
should be given the opportunity by the Local Authority to 
control their own budgets in the name way as Cambridceshire has 
been doing for the past for years. Each Local Authority has to 
produce a scheme by {909 for the development of financial 
management. 


3. To enable parents OPEN ACCESS to send their children to any 
schoo! of their choice subject to space being available. 


4. Allows for Parents and Governors to "GPT QUT", thus bringing 
their school out of the financial contral of a Local Authority 
to become totally supported by the Depurtment of Education and 
Science financially, this funding will be on the seme basis as 
funding from the LEA in previous yours. 


3S. Concerns RELIGIOUS EDUCATION and the ceveloprent of the 1944 
Religious Education Act proposzis. 


6. Concerns the control and management cf WIGHER AND FURTHER 
EDUCATION ESTABLISHMENTS and the involvement of wore parents, 
industry and commerce on Governing Bodies. 


All these proposals are currently out for consultation and there is 
still time for you to have your say by writing direct to Kenneth 
Baker, The Secretary of State. 


The County Education Committee hes recently agreed to change the 
basis of funding each Secondary Scheol under its scheme for local 
financial management from the original historical basis to one based 
on age weighted pupil unit costs. Thus all schools will know in 
advance how much money they will receive from the Local Authority 

based on the number and age of children enrolled. For Swavesey there 
will be over £1,000 per pupil for 1988/89 when the schere is due to 
be introduced. As Swavesey is of limited size it wil! also get an 
extra grant. 


The proposal toe create a Bye-Law to prevent dog fouling on the School 
Playing Field and the surrounding srea has run into serious problems 
at the County Council. tCLegal advice which wan originally favourable 
has now changed and problems have arisen which will mean considerable 
delays before the Bye-Law can bo applied for. This will cause grave 
concern to many people whose children have suffered from this fouling 
in the past and I am continuing to press for urgent action to be 
taken.

The County Counci!) Transportation Committes have accepted my 

proposals for a series 34 Public Moetinas to explain to the residents 
of South Cambridgeshire the tull implications o+ the Park and Ride 
scheme which is due to be introduced to Cenbricge in 1989/90. This 
will Prevent comautors using the centre of Canmdridge and will direct 
them to the Park and Ride Car Parks outside the City. This will be 
fully discussed and information will be produced in the Autumn which 
will be circulated to every house in South Cambridgeshire.

If you have looked at the foundation stone in the ontrance, you Will know that 
the Church Contro was built in 1972 so that "together in Christ we should 
worship God and serve the commnity'. Tha building was big enough for the small 
congregation sui village. From the start it was used for a wide range of 
community activitien as well as by the church; the meetings room, for instance, 
was cquipped for usa by the Playgroup. 


It is now fifteon year on. Tho Church Contre is too small. On Sundays the 
Octagon ico full’ or overflowing and the Sunday School spills out into nearby 
buildings. During the week it in very difficult to fit in all the church and 
community events which need space. There ere dancing clasees, slimming sessions, 
birthday portics, music prectices, mother and baby groups, jumble sales .. . all 
are elbowing eech other for roon. 


The time hae coro t7 redevelop the Church Centre. Plans are being drawn up for 
an enlarged building. The new Church Centre will provide more space for worship 
by Dar Bill Church and tho local Roman Catholics who will join in the ownership 
of the buiiding. Thszo will be more room for conmunity use, and better facilities 
which vill irncirde improved access for the disabled. 


All thin met » paid for. The estimated cost of the project is £500,000. 
£140,000 bra already been raised or pledged, over £80,000 of this by the Bar 
Hill corgree2 tion. Menr poople in the village who are not otherwise connected 
with tho church are yorking with us in the congregaton towards our target.

Our 
daughter collected addresses and Di has been asked to write an article about 
the National Women's Regieter for the magazine "Soviet Women" 


But the most important part of their visit was the contact between the Russian 
and American women during which they were able to talk openly about their 
different ways of life and theizx values and hopes for the future. 


On Friday 25th September we met again at a bring-and-share supper at the 
Friends Meeting House where it was emphasised once more how valuable it is to 
meet and talk on a person-to-person level, and to discover that despite our 
cultural and political differences we have a great deal to learn and share 
with one another. 


Despite some language problems (with the Americans as well as the Russians!) 
the visit went extremely well. Barbara and Ginny, Galine and Vera are now 
back in their respective countries and thousands of miles apart but a little 
closed to understanding each other.
